AGAINST PAYNE. 


Aiack on Oil Prosecutor Made 
to Judge Trippet. 


Conduct in Gasoline Case is 
Hit by Utah Company. 


Official Says Reply Ready 
When Court Wants It. 


Written charges against J. Stan- 
ley Payne, in charge for the gov- 
ernment of the gasoline investiga- 
tion before the Federal, grand jury, 
were submitted yesterday to U, 8. 
District Judge Trippet by Baldwin 
Robertson, Salt dake attorney rep- 
resenting the Utah Refining 
Company, one of the concerns in- 
volved in the case, which centers 
about the charge that certain oil 
corporations mislabeled gasoline as 
crude oll inorder to get a lower 
freight rate. 

The statement was handed to 
the court in a sealed envelope, but 
it in understood to concern treat- 
ment accorded witnesses represent- 
ing the officers, employees and ex- 
employees of the Utah Refining 
Company and the. attorneys, Mr. 
Robertson and EB. A, Meserve, rep- 
resenting the Utah corporation, on 
the occasion of the recent visit of 
the witnesses to this city. It is 
asserted that the government 
gone to great expenBe to subpoena 
these witnesses and then did not 
use them before the grand jury. 

It ie further declared that these 
witheases were taken to a certain 
office building in this ‘elty, where 
they were quizzed Wythe govern- 
ment's representative without 
torneys representing the Utah com- 
pany being present, with a view to 
their cross-examination. It is more 
than hinted that the testimony se- 
cured, instead af implicating the 
Utah corporation in a guilty Kknowl- 
edge of the acts changed, exonerated 
the officers completely, and in that 
situation the government did not 
need their testimony. But the at- 
torneys for the defendant company 
were estopped from knowing any, 
thing about the situation, or to take 
advantage of it to bring out condt- 
tions that might be of value to them 
in case there is any prosecution of 
the Utah company. it stated.
